terrible war. 
It was the 
Prussian 
military machine which forced 
him 
into it. 
It was not that the kiaser 
was made the tool 
of 
militarism— 
tool is too weak a word for Emperor 
Wilhelm. 
It was that, strong as the 
kaiser is, Prussian militarism was 
st ronger. 


“ I pity the German emperor from 
the bottom o f my heart. 
He did not 
want this war, despite what many 
are say ing 
despite appearances, lie 
ins done too much toward peace. He 
ias done more for the German peo­ 
ples than any other ruler. 
He has 
preached temperance. 
Recently , it 
will be remembered he forbade more 
than the most temperate use of any 
drink by the army — and this applied 
to both officers and men. 
He has 
established a sy stem of schools that 
is not ex celled any place 
on 
this 
globe, 
lie rid himself o f Bismarck, 
who was the real war lord. 
Surely 
we can all remember how the y oung 
emperor quarrelled with the powerful 
Bismarck and of the historic cartoon 
“ the dropping o f the pilot” that was 
published when Bismarck 
lost 
his 


power. 


“ When the present emperor of Ger­ 
many assumed powei duelling in 
the 
army was common; there was 
an 
av erage o f 12<t or more fatal duels 
ev ery y ear. 
Today there are none. 


“ The German emperor is respon­ 
sible for labor pensions and awaken­ 
ing of the people along industrial 
lines; he has done too much along 
1 he lines of peace to he held re­ 
sponsible for this war.
